William Booth, 
the founder of tbu Salratiuu .\rui.r. xnve 
the world bla scuaatlonni Itook. **lu Dark' 
est Easland,'’ and In connection tberewUti 
aet In motion a plan by which he hoped 
to reclaim the alum dwcllem of Loudon In 
rapid order. It wa» a sure thing, and. 
best of all, was sure ti> show the fail^cy 
of the SoclalUt plaii«it wasn't nec4>«Mii.v 
to rcconalnict aoclety In order to save 'he 
people from the rupaefty of capital; they 
could be aared without disturbfug the mnie 
eating game of the exploiter*.

It cau never In* a sulmtltnlc 
for justice, it U an abomination. Instead 
of doing gootl Geo. Booth has done tiils- 
ehlef. Instead of basteulug the ulNilltlon 
of poverty, he baa delayed it. for there 
have iwen many doubtless with faith In 
bis scheme who must ncc<is patiently wait 
to see his scheme prove Itself a fallme 
before giviug tbelr sanction to a rational 
plan of campaign against tbe evil. Borne 
people are m> coustltnted that they will 
only embrace Boclallam after they bnv** 
seen every other iH>t*lbfe remedy expimled. 

The same farcical ri*sults obtulueil in 
England will also attend the Kalvatbm

try. They will fall, noi necessailly from 
the staudpoint of the individual reclalintHl, 
In whose case good may Ih* done, but they 
will foil of the social effeii clalmeil fur 
th<*m.

w'hoHo Soohilistic inKtincU were run <tll 
on tbe single tax aide track, wu* nt the 
head of the Democratic ticket in Ohio 
nt tbe recent election, nml great satin- 
fuctiou has been exptt'ssed by the cap¬ 
italist politician* at the fact that he 
niu way behind the n*Hi of the ticket.

Seven reason* for the 
hU-fOtediies* of eating your Chri*tinaM 
dinner at n charity trough with 25.000 
other pauper*! The blcftsing* of pover.y! 
You might .ns well talk of tbe geotleiieNs 
of n Iiakotn blizsnrd. It would be a* 
appropriate to speak of 11 balmy St. 
I^tiis cyclone. Cauuot jhe pnmeher* 
give u* n si-nuon on the nopefulness of 
<le*puir or on the pleaMuri'nblcue** of 
^'AinV I hare heanl it *ni<] of these 
jireachers tbat they think in their heart*. 
riK-y *eem to me to think in their 
stomachs. Poverty mean* whiilV C<dd.

It is tbe habit, with the enemies of So¬ 
cialism. particularlv the Anarchist*, to 
claim that a Socialist society W’ould in¬ 
vade all tbe natural private rights of 
the Individual, making ihe state the most 
altnminalde and insufferable of oppres¬ 
sors. but a* the kina of Socialism we 
want is Social Democracy—which Is but 
a more preci^ name for what is known 
as Internationa! Stociaiism—tbe people! 
will have a word to say in such matters, 
and can l»e conntexl on to have too much 
of the spirit of personal liberty to pot 
love 'under offldaJ sarveUlance.

THE CATECHISM OF CAPITALISTIC MORALITY. 

rRAOKEItT. 

Question: In an answer to a previous questloB It was stated that right Is 
might and wrong ia weakness. Nevertheless we distinguish between a moral 
and immoral workingman. Is not there a contradiction? 

Anawer: By no means. Tbe ruling dass has always prescribed to the 
lower classes ihcir code of morals and does it at presenL If, for Instance, 
a workingman ia Indoatrious, sober and M good husband and fatber, we call 
him moral, because we need just such men for our mills, factories, etc. If he is 
shiftless, laxy. inclined to excesses, unreliable, he Is a p^r servant and 
to hurt our interests. We stamp him therefore with our disapproval and call him 
names. We abhor tramps because w*e cannot exploit them at all. 

Q.; Bot we meet lazy, shiftless, unreliable and profligate people among tbe 
members of the ruling dass. There are rich people who never did a stroke of 
honest work during all their useless life, and pass much of their leisure in aim¬ 
less traveling from place to place. 

A.: This fact jtwt niustrales the proper point of view on conduct in gen¬ 
eral. A member of the ruling dans canunot be expected to behave like a common 
laborer. He has the right, nay. tbe duty, to enjoy life as beat he sees fit. 
licet bovi non licet bovi. There Is a difforent code of morals or condnet for the 
lords than of their servants. 

Q.: Wbat would be an ideal state of society? 

A.: An ideal society would be composed of two classes. The upper class 
a*ouId have o^y to enjoy life in Its lullnes* and bare no w*ork to do at all. 
The lower class u'Ould be composed of being* with no cnimcity, no desire for tbe 
enjoyment of life. Its only passion wonld be for untiring toll, its only ambition 
to see their lords live a life of demi-gods. 

Q.: Can this ideal ever be realize<l? \ 

A.: Yes. By proper artificial sexual selection and careful training during a few 
generations the present proud proletarian may be redn^ to such a state. If 
it be necessary to kill off a few of tlmm before tbi* ideal is realized, it must 
be done. And that is all there is to it. Do not we shoot civilization nud 

Christianity into the Ixarlmrian tribe*, when they art* In our way? 

Q.: What U Charily? • 

A.: It is'n cheap substitute for Justif*e aud a very convenient thing for 
the ruling class. It afford* ns a means to show our sui)eriority aud jMwer to 
the lower classes and' bel|>s us to keep them in a state of proper humility and 
dei»endeQcy on our sweet will. Our refined ladies find iu it n pleasant way of 
quieting their easy <;srn8cieoec. Beside this, charity, when properly organized 

and managed, save* us many an annoyance from professional beggars. We 

may treat them like criminals without appearing heartiess. We may win tbe : 
sympathies of tbe worthy itoor by a fc-i* crumbs wc throw them from our 

overladen tables. 

Q.: What is the difference between (he worthy poor and the others? 

A.: It is a great deal cheai>er nu«l more <*onvenient to produce commodi¬ 
ties with tbe aid of machinery than with tbe aid of human iMwer. We strive 
therefore with all the mean* in our bands to |N>rfect our machinery and re¬ 
place human hand*. The reserve army of unemployed is neceswary for us in order 
to keep our employed workers in due liounds. Charity helps us to keep this 
army just on tbe brink of semi-starvation and in constant readiness to lake a 
proposed job on any term*. Those poor who are too far demoralized to be 
(‘ounted U|K)n in time of nee«l ns n (H>K*ibIe candidate for the office of a strike- 
iireaker we caU undeserving. (If <‘onr*e there are soiiie poor who do not show 
the proper spirit of humility and appn'clation (»f charity and are classed among 
the unworthy. This seems inevitable. 

Q.: What is justice? 

Now. do iKtt tisk any fo<d fiuestlotiH. You ri'iiieiniier the niiestion put 
by Filatii* to Jesu* Chrint aud hi* angTrer? The rule of the Htrnng nitisi of 
ne«*<*Ksity i»e just. 

Q.: If that i* tbe «*a*e. what do we newi any <*iiari(y for? 

.\.: Well! Of isiurse in an ideal Noclet.v. ns depicted altove, there would be 
need n<*itht*r for .lu*tico. nor for (’harity. .Ml wonlil !»e harmony .and pe.ice. 
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uiiioniHt.” It's all in tbe direction, but 
tile direction Debs t<N»k i* a forwnr>i 
on**. We cannot say us much for Goui- 
lN‘r*. The ^hi*l4»ry of the i‘oiniiig year*< 
will deal priiiciiNilly with SiK-inlisiii.
